The Applicant respectfully submits this Resubmission Under 37 CFR 1.8(b). 

Specifically, the Applicant is resubmitting an Issue and Publication Fee Transmittal and 

a Petition to Withdraw with RCE, Preliminary Amendment and IDS as described in 

greater detail below. Rule 1 .8(b) states the following: 

In the event that correspondence is considered timely filed by being 
mailed or transmitted in accordance with paragraph (a) of this section, but 
not received in the Patent and Trademark Office, and the application is 
held to be abandoned or the proceeding is dismissed, terminated, or 
decided with prejudice, the correspondence will be considered timely if the 
party who forwarded such correspondence: 

(1) Informs the Office of the previous mailing or transmission 
of the correspondence promptly after becoming aware that the 
Office has no evidence of receipt of the correspondence; 

(2) Supplies an additional copy of the previously mailed or 
transmitted correspondence and certificate; and 

(3) Includes a statement which attests on a personal 
knowledge basis or to the satisfaction of the Director to the 
previous timely mailing or transmission. If the correspondence was 
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sent by facsimile transmission, a copy of the sending unit's report 
confirming transmission may be used to support this statement. 

In accordance with Rule 1 .8(b), the Applicant respectfully submits the following: 

On March 20, 2006, the Applicant filed the following: PTOL-85 - Issue Fee 
Transmittal (2 copies); Check No. 5156 in the amount of $1718 to cover the Issue Fee; 
Publication Fee and Advance Copies; and Certificate of Mailing for the above (copies 
attached) (referred to hereinafter as the "Issue Fee Transmittal"). The Issue and 
Publication Fee Transmittal was either deposited with the U.S. Postal Service (USPS) 
personally by Ms. Rose M. Fichtel or was deposited with the USPS by others in the 
office in the ordinary course of business. Please see the attache d Dec l aration of R ose 
M. Fichtelfor details regarding the above. 

On April 26, 2006, the Applicant filed, via hand delivery to the Office of Petitions, 
the following: a Transmittal Form/Fee Transmittal (2 copies); a Petition To Withdraw 
From Issue (2 copies); a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) (2 copies); an 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS); a PTO 1449 Form with copies of references 
listed thereon; a Preliminary Amendment and Check No. 5298 in the amount of $920.00 
($790 for the RCE and $130 for the Petition to Withdraw) (copies attached) (referred to 
hereinafter as the "Petition to Withdraw with RCE, Preliminary Amendment and IDS"). 
The Petition to Withdraw with RCE, Preliminary Amendment and IDS were received by 
the Office of Petitions on April 26, 2006, as evidenced by a stamped received post card 
bearing an Office of Petitions date-stamp (copy attached). 

On April 28, 2006, the Applicant's representative retrieved from the PAIR System 
a Decision on Petition indicating the Petition to Withdraw had been dismissed. The 
Decision on Petition indicated that an Issue and Publication Fee Transmittal had not 
been received. This was Applicant's first indication that the Issue and Publication Fee 
Transmittal was not received in due course. 

Upon further review, it is confirmed that the Applicant had not received a 
stamped post card to indicate delivery of the Issue and Publication Fee Transmittal. 
Also, the Applicant reviewed accounting records for all checks printed on March 20, 
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2006. Accounting records show that Check Nos. 5150 through 5155 and 5157 through 
5165 have been cashed by the Patent Office. Check No. 5156, which accompanied the 
Issue and Publication Fee Transmittal of March 20, 2006, has not been cashed by the 
Patent Office. 

In light of the above facts, it appears that the Issue and Publication Fee 
Transmittal of March 20, 2006, was likely lost, probably by the USPS, either after Ms. 
Fichtel personally deposited the above-referenced documents with the USPS or after 
the above-referenced documents were deposited with the USPS by others in the office 
in the ordinary course of business. 

The Applicant attaches herewith a true and accurate copy of the Issue and 
Publication Fee Transmittal filed March 20, 2006, and a new check in the amount of 
$1718 to cover the Issue Fee; Publication Fee and Advance Copies. 

Therefore, the Applicant respectfully submits that the present Resubmission is 
accompanied by a reply required to the outstanding Notice of Allowability, and that a 
Petition to Withdraw From Issue with RCE, Preliminary Amendment and IDS were 
previously filed April 26, 2006, and received by the Patent Office on April 26, 2006. 

No fee is believed to be necessary at this time. However, the Commissioner is 
hereby authorized to charge fees under 37 CFR §§ 1.16; 1.17, 1.20(a), 1.20(b), 1.20(c), 
and 1.20(d) (except the Issue Fee) which may be required now or hereafter, or credit 
any overpayment to Deposit Account No. 50-2280. 
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Upon entry of the present Resubmission, the Applicant respectfully requests that 
the Issue and Publication Fee Transmittal be entered and that the Petition to Withdraw 
From Issue with RCE, Preliminary Amendment and IDS be entered and acted upon in 
due course.
